|| any 02dinary B2tdges ſhaken, that no oꝛdinary repapꝛe can matmtatnerand 
keepe the ſame paſſable ; We did heretofoꝛe cauſe Pur Judges to aduiſe 
thereof, by whom wee were relolued, that thoſe extraozdinary carriages 


were common Nuſances and annoyances againſt the weale Publique, and the ble of them an offence 
againſt Our Crowne and Lawes : wee did therefoze by Our P2oclamation, in the ſixteenth yeereof 
Our Reigne of England, pꝛohibite the going oꝛ trauailing with any ſuch Cart oz Wagon. Notwith- 
ſtanding all which, and the great tare, alwell of Pur Pꝛiuie Counſell, as of Our Judges in their Cir- 
cuites, We finde no amendement, but that the High Wapes, not onelp in the remoter parts, but allo in 
plates of Our owne vluall acteſſe, are ſtill ſpoyled and ploughed bp by thoſe vnreaſonable carriages, 
ſo as they continue ſttil ſo foule and deepe, as they are oft times almoſt vnpaſſable. Me therefoze inten⸗ 
ding redꝛeſſe and refoꝛmation in the Pꝛemiſſes, and being reſolued, that foz the effecting thereof, a 
moꝛe ſeuere and ſtrict courſe be taken then hath beene heretofoze , haue thought it agreeable to Pur 
owne p2incely goodneſle, once moꝛe to warne Our Subiects thereof, that ſuch as ſhall hereafter of- 
fend and ſhall be iuſtly puniſhed therefoze, may be altogether vnexcuſable. 

And therefoꝛe, we doe by this Our Pꝛotlamation, and by the adutle of the Loꝛds and others of Our 
Pꝛiuie Counſel, ſtraitiy charge, require and command; That no common Carryer, oz other perſon,o2 
perſons whatloeuer, ſhal from, and after the Feaſt of S. Michael the Arch angel, now next comming, 
vſe, goe, oꝛ trauell with any Cart, oꝛ Wagon, made with foure wheeles, noz with any other Cart oz 
Wagon whatſoeuer, but onely ſuch wagons and Carts, as ſhall haue but two wheeles; and that they 
doe not tary in any Mayne, Cart, oꝛ carryage, to be aſter that time vſed,any load oz burthen, aboue the 
weight oftwentie hundꝛed, noꝛ ſhall dꝛaw, oꝛ ble their ſaid Carts, oz wapnes, oꝛ carryages, with moze 
then fiue hoꝛſes at once in their tourney, vpon paine ofour heauy indignation, and diſpleaſure, and of 
the ſeuereſt cenſure of Our high Court of Star Chamber, and ſuchfurther paines puniſhments, and 
impꝛiſonments, as by the Lawes and Statutes of this Realme may be inflicted vpon the offendozs, fo:

And therefoze we doe hereby require Our Atturney generall, foz the time being, bpon noticeginen 


vnto him ofany ſuch offendoꝛ, oꝛ offendoꝛs, to.p:dſecute him, and them in the laid high Court of Star; 
chamber, there to receiue ſuch cenſure and puniſhment, by fine, impꝛilonment, and other wile, as their 
contempts and offences againſt this Our Royall Command ſhall deſerue. And laſtly, We doe hereby 
will and require, all Paiozs, Sheriffes, Bayliffes, Juſtices of Peate, and other Our Officers, and Mi- 
niſters, in all Counties, and pꝛiuiledged places whatloeuer, within this Our Realme, That they, and 
euery of them, in their ſeuerall Offices, and plates, doe from time to time pꝛouide, and ſee to the due exe⸗ 
tution of this Sur pleaſure, and Royall Commandement; And that they diſconer and make knowne 
all offendoꝛs herein, that they may be ſenerely puniſhed foꝛ their offences and contempts; As allo, that 
they neglect not, but continue the repaire and maintenante ot High-wayes,B2idges,and Cauſeys with⸗ 
in this Our Kealme, accoꝛding to the Labbes, Statutes, and Oꝛdinantes now in foꝛte, and Our Com⸗ 
mandement heretokoꝛe giuen, as they tender Our pleaſure, and will anſwere the tontrary at their vt- 


termoſt perills. |
